GOVERNOR COOIIDGE NOT

Hoboken, X. J., Jan 25. — A warn- 


ing that union labor is menaced by the 
activities of Bolshevists, I.-AV. W.. and 
radical Socialists within its ranks and 
that their schemes must not be toler- 
ated, was sounded today by Marsden 
G. Scott, president of the International 
Typographical union, in a letter read 
at the convention of the Union Print- 
ers' League tf New Jersey.

There is more than 
a coincidence in the disclosures that 
show the same traitorous influences 
tihich sought to handicap our govern- 
ment during the war are today co- 
operating 
to disrupt 
the American 


trades union movement." 


He declared the "Ultimate object of 


the ,'one big union' question" of the

get the worst of It when out of their 
element. 
Curious and unequal com- 


bats occur when beasts of prey attack 
creatures under unusual circumstances. 
The pursuer in such a case is likely to 
Incur more risk than *he pursued, a 
fact that was illustrated in a novel 
encounter In a harbor of Florida be- 
tween a bear and n turtle. 


Tiie crew of a schooner while ashore 


heard a strange rumpus and pushing 
nround a turn In the beach, saw a huge 
loggerhead turtle (n deadly combat-with 
a hlg black bear. 


Front the men's position It seemed 


that the bear had sprung upon the tur- 
tle as it was retreating toward the wa- 
ter, and had tried to overturn it. In 
some way the bear had stepped In 
front of the turtle, which, thrusting 
its head out) had quickly seized one of 
the bear's hind legs and held It 


At this the bear roared londly, paw- 


ed furiously at the turtle's back, 
and tried to force It over. -The tur- 
tle resisted with all its strength 
and weight. He settled down close to 
the ground whenever the bear made 
an extra effort. 
Then, as the bear 


would relax Its efforts the turtle would 
suddenly start tip and endeavor to get 
nearer the wa'ter, keeping his flrm hold 
on the bear's leg. 


Finally, by a sudden push and a pow- 


erful muscular effort of his head and 
paws, brain managed to get the turtle 
half set, one side being raised a foot 
or two. . Pursuing his advantage, he 
seized one of the turtle's hind flippers 
in his jaws, and the snap that followed 
showed that the bear felt that things 
were coming his war- 


He continued to chew the flipper 


and endeavor to ovcrtlirpvr the turtle. 
But his antagonist worked around and 
finally got In a stroke with Its sharp 
claw that badly ripped the bear's un- 
Utrside. This infuriated the bear to 
such an extent that he let go his grip 
on the flipper.and. reaching his head 
down, tried to reach and free his hind 
leg. Herein he committed a terrible 
tactical error and the enraged logger- 
head quickly improved the opportunity 
thus afforded him. 


As the bear's nps« came within 


reach the turtle let go the hind leg 
and quick as a flash fastened his iron 
grip upon the bear's Jaw. The bear 
was taken by surprise and ronrcd lus- 
tily with pain and rage. 
The turtle 


pushed on and dragged his unwilling 
captive alonp. The bear saw. his dan- 
ger and felt' If, too, for they were so 
near the water's edge that the waves 
were splashing them. 


The bear continued to struggle fe- 


rociously, but his strength soon began 
to fall, for the turtle dragged him deep- 
er and deeper. Fighting with his head 
half the time under water so exhaust- 
ed the bear that presently he began to 
gurgle. That moment was fatal. The 
loggerhead marched off into the sea 
with his enemy and the last seen of 
the bear was the feeble kicking of his 
hind leg*.

"Awards of the 
Victoria Cross 


UBrltisb) and of the Medal of Honor 
(American) are so rare and so jeal- 
ously guarded that they are undoubt- 
edly the two highest honors which 
can be bestowed for valor, and this 
may serve to explain why they are 
placed first in their respective coun- 
tries, contrary to the custom of all 
others. An additional resemblance is 
that neither is ever bestowed on a 
foreigner. 


"Tho Medal of Honor was instituted 


by act of congress in 1861 and was 
the earliest American 
decoration. 


However, it applied at that time only 
to enlisted men of the navy. In the 
following year enlisted men of the 
army were Included, and by an act 
approved March 3, 1863, its provisions 
wan extended to include officers in 
the «rmy, but naval officers were no 


- eligible for this decoration until 1915 


"The conditions under which tbe 


Army Medal of Honor may be award- 
ed have been changed from time to 
time. Today the law provides that: 


"The President Is authorized to 


present, in the name of congress, a 
Medal of Honor only to each person 
who. while an officer or enlisted man 
of the army, shall hereafter, in action 
involving actual conflict with an ene- 
my, distinguish himself conspicuously 
by gallantry and Intrepidity at the risk 
of his life, above and beyond the call 
of duty." 


"The Distinguished Service medal, 


the American decoration which is sec- 
ond only to the Medal of Honor, can 
be awarded by the President to 'any 
person who while serving in any ca- 
pacity with the army of the United 
States, shall distinguish 
himself or 


herself by specially merHouous serv- 
ice to the government in a duty of 
great responsibility.' The Distinguish- 
ed Service medal for the 
navy is 


awarded under exactly the same con- 
ditions as for the army and was es- 
tablished by act of congress in Feb- 
ruary. 1919. 


"It should be noted that the servic- 


es to be rewarded with this decora- 
tion do not have to be rendered at the

According to expert foresters, the 
Itia.yOO acres of these lands which 
constitute part of the topography of 
the county, should yield a net annual 
leturn to the owners of net less than 
$1,183,000. 
To secure this return 


would necess'tate scientific forest man- 
agement. 


Obviously, it will be impossible to 


induce a large number of individuals 
to consider their farm wood-lots as 
enterprises from which an annnual 
retum should be secured the same as 
any other portion of their farms. Con- 
sequently, the improvement associa- 
tion Is actively working on the town- 
ship forest idei as embodied in the res- 
olution drafted by the Exeter town 
board which appears below: 


Whereas, this board has been in- 


formed by expert foresters from the 
State College of Forestry located at 
Syracuse that, after the first 30 years, 
an annual net return of $7.00 to f 10.00 
per acre can be expected from lands 
planted to forest trees, and 


Whereas, there are lands located 


within tho township which are now 
unproductive as agricultural lands, re- 
turning to the township little or noth- 
ing in the way of taxes. 


Therefore, be it resolved that this 


board acting under the provisions of 
chapter 74 of the general municipal 
law, section 72-A, acquire for the said 
town of Exeter, a tract of land to be- 
reforested at the rate of not less than 
20 acres annually, beginning with the 
spring of 1920. 


This resolution will be acted upon 


after a public meeting In Maccabee 
hall, Schuyler Lake, on January 31, at 
1:30 p. m. A similar meeting will be 
held in the High school building, Una- 
dula, on January 30, at 1 p. m.

because it ia our plain duty. We have 
enjoyed the benefits derived from tree 
growth provided by nature. "God has 
lent us the earth for our life.

Forest lands of the North Amer- 


ican continent aie fast soing into the 
hands of companies which require wood 
for their manufactured products. The 
end of the supply is in sight and they 
are, therefore, endeavoring to protect 
themselves by acquiring present tree 
growth. Village and town boards, also 
individuals who expect their children 
and grandchildren to succeed them in 
business or on the land, ht>\e an ob- 
ligation to perform: and that right 
soon. Fortunately for the present gen- 
eration, the cost in money and labor 
will not be great.

EINFORCED stucco It a new 
and lasting form of construc- 
tion for bouses find other 


building*. In the very first Intro* 
ductlon of stucco It became very pop- 
ular, as many beautiful design* of 
architecture were reproduced which 
wore otherwise impossible. Its benu- 
tlful finish made possible tints and 
trimmings which displayed such har- 
monious effects that stucco houses 
ore now in a class by themselves. 


However, the only 
detrimental 


feature cf stucco work was Its tend- 
ency to crack, work loose and fall 
away. Thu» trouble was not due to 
the quality of the cement or plaster, 
but to the method of application and 
foundation. 
Wood laths warp, ex- 


pand, contract and work loose, and 
therefore do not form a proper foun- 
dation for stucco. If, however, the 
foundation to laid with a galvanized 
steel wire mesh in which to Imbed 
the cement, the walls become one 
unit under a solid mass of cement 
By the use of this steel fabric, the 
walls are woven continuously around 
the buildings Instead of being Joined 
together at the corners, and should a 
cyclone roll the bouse over and over, 
it would remain Intact 


As a general rule, the cost for the 


materials under this method plus the 
Installation cost Is approximately 
40 per cent cheaper than with ordi- 


nary painted metal laths. 


Contractors who bare used sal* 


ranieed wlro mesh reinforcement ex- 
tensively, state that for ordinary 
house construction, two men should 
put on 800 square yards in a day. 
The cost to the contractor for th« 
material Itself, would amount to per- 
haps 20 or 25 cents per square yard. 


For new buildings, the sheathing 


is covered with some-soft-finished 
tarred building paper, and the wire 
mesh is applied directly over this pa- 
per. Old buildings, If in good condi- 
tion, may be covered by simply sta- 
pling the fabric directly to the old 
weather boarding, building out tn« 
window and door frames and facias; 
them after the stucco is In place. 


Buildings remodeled in this way 


are made warmer, more durable and 
present a greatly Improved appear- 
ance. The American galvanized wire 
mesh for this puii^je Is mad* from 
cold-drawn mild steel having a high 
breaking strength. For stucco pur- 
poses It should always be galvanized 
In which case it will not rust The 
finished fabric will take ear* of 
stress in all directions. It is mad* 
In various gauges of wire, but tho 
most successful sice Ia No. 12 for th« 
longitudinals, the cross wires No. 14. 
woven in triangles) 
Instead 
of 


squares. 
This will make a good

tained almost \tliolly from Germany. 
During the war an experimental kelp- 
potash plant was established by the 
United States department of •pricul- 
ture at Summerland, Cat. Befor* th» 
second year of operation was com- 
pleted it had been determined not only 
that the plant could be made wlf-sns- 
tainlnsr. on the basis of potash alone, 
tt $2.50 a unit, but that a number of 
valuable by-prodncts could b* profit- 
ably obtained. The chief of the) bu- 
reau of soils, wWch bureau operates 
the enterprise, estimates that If the 
plant turns out $300 worth of potas- 
sium chloride a day, It rosy at the 
same time turn out $206 worth a day 
of the four principal by-prodncts. 


Many By-Product*. 


Among the by-products whoso com- 


mercial obtalnabllity has been estab- 
lished are iodine, common salt, am- 
monia, and bleaching carbon. Xhl» 
bleaching carbon, formerly Imported 
from Europe and sold for 20 cents a 
pound, has been prepared and sold 
from the Summerland plant at 15 
cents a pound and appears at present 
about able to pay the production cost 
of itself and the potash, with good rea- 
son to believe that It may ultimately 
be made to pay the operating cost of 
the entire enterprise. 
It has been 


definitely established by large-scale 
operations that very little of the nitro- 
gen of kelp is lost in the various proc- 
esses and that it can be commercially 
recovered as ammonia, thus yielding 
another important fertilizer element. 
In this process enough combustible, 
gas is released greatly to reduce If 
not to eliminate fuel consumption In 
the plant. A tar is likewise recovered, 
and its subproducts, kelp oils and creo- 
sote, have been shown to be of value, 
respectively, as flotation agents and 
disinfectants. Still other valuable by- 
products are likely to be recovered. 


"The field broadens tremendously as 


progress is made," reports the chief 
of the bureau of soils.

Thos« of the Water Monitor Are Et- 


tttmed a Delicacy in Many Part* 


of Malay Peninsula. 


The trater monitor Is one ot the 


standbys of the natives ot lutliu, Cey- 
lon and the Malay peninsula nnd Is- 
land and the eggs of tliis species ot 
lizard are more highly prized than 
hens' eggs. 


Tou might shudder •when you sud- 


denly confronted a water monitor in 
the jungle. Not so the native, hunt- 
Ins Its eggs and rejoicing to get near 
such treasures. 


The monitor is equipped with a long 


forked 
tongue, extending from 
a 


sheath like a snake's. It is one of the 
largest of existing lizards, reaching a 
length of seven feet, although its Dear- 
est relative, the gigantic Australian 
monitor, grows from twelve to thirty 
feet long. The monitor lays twenty or 
more white, soft-shelled eggs in hol- 
low trees, and In Burma these bring a 
much higher price than hen's eggs. 


"The monitor is -well fitted for its 


life," says a •writer In the Scientific 
American. "It is a swift runner, able 
to overtake the speediest mammals, 
frogs, turtles and snakes on which It 
feeds. 
It often startles hunters by 


crashing through the jungle, making 
as much noise as large game.
